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THE LIFE OF JOHN ERIOSSON. 


The Life of John Ericsson, by William Conant Church. 
Illustrated.- New York: Cbar Scribner’s- Sons, --Two 
volumes, royahoctavo. » $6. 

Ir the manner in which the Life of John Eriesson 
has been received by our contemporaries and the 
public is any criterion, the author of this biography 
has not beep misled as to the ihterest and import- 
ance of the subject. A second edition was in press 
within three weeks from the issue of the first, and 
the papers voticing the work have, without excep- 
tion, placed it among the moat notable books of the 
year, giving much space to a description of its con- 
tents. The author in his closing chapter eays of 
Ericeson: “I have set forth as faithfully as I could 
what be actually accomplished; the relative value 
af bis work it is not for his biographer to deter- 
mine.” 

Argument will not, alter the verdict of history, 
but these volumes are presented to the world in the 
ealm confidence that that verdict will piace John 
Ericsson -where he unquestionably belongs, viz., in 
the very front rank of those whose genius has made 
the Nineteenth Century what itis.

They will set finally at rest the dispute as to Erics- 
son’s exact agency in the development of the revo- 
lutionarv ideas involved in the screw propeller and 
the Monitor and banish forever to the limbo of con- 
tempt those who have sought to divide bis honors 
with him or wrest them from him altogether. The 
New York Tribune says: *“‘ The hietory of the Mont- 
tor as told in these volumes by Mr. Chureh will be 
in great part new to the majority of readers.”

sonnel. Every aiticie which is furnished as a part of the 
regular equipment of such a battery, aod for wh.ch there is 
& specially designated place ass'gned on the gud. carriage, 
limber, or caisson, should be babitually found in that place. 
Koaps: cks and \ alises, uot being purt of the material equip. 
ment of a battery, but belonging rather to the.indi\ dual 
equipment of tbe artulery mao, may (as authorized in para- 
graph 971, Artilicry Tactics) be inspected in quarters, a8 1s 
done in the inspection of the knapsacks of an infantry com- 
mand. But this isa matter of option with the inspector, not 
witb the artillery commander, unless latter is himself the 
inspector. Paragraph 972 must not be construed as placing 
any limitation upon paragraph 971. The former provides for 
ap inspection under quite different conditions. It differs 
from paragraph 971 in ieaving no option to the inspector. 

Commanding otlicers may exercise a reasonabie discreiion 
in regard to such articies as spare wheels, prulonges, etc., in 
the ordinary drill instruction of the battery. But on otber 
occasions, more especially when a formal inspection is to bs 
made, there must be a rigid enforcement ef the above rule. 
It should not be necessary for the inspector to turn out the 
commaaod more than Once 10 order to see that it is properly 
«quipped, or to examine the storehouses in order to see that 
the proper number of spare wheels, prolongés, and water 
buckets are on hand. it should be as much a matter of 
course to submit these articies to his inspection when the 
battery is paraded as to submit the borses, harness, carri- 
ages, and guns, 

Paragraph 5 of the Regulations fixes the relative position 
of field artilery in line only when all three arms are pres- 
ent ; otherwise, the artillery should be on the left of the in- 
fantry or cavairy,as the case may br; as prescribed in para- 
graph 987, Artiliery Tactics. 

Artiliery may be reviewed with the other arms. If the 
review is tollowed by an inspection, the ariillery should, at 
the proper time, proceed to the place designated for that 
purpose and be inspected separately. 

As a general rule, the thorough inspection of any arm re- 
quires that its efficiency in drili should be practicaily tested, 
and that, therefore, efter the combi review, each arm 
should be inspected separately on itsown grouad.—{

A Fort Randall correspondent writes: “While the 
Indian ‘scare is sweeping ali over the Northwest, 
Fort Randal), with a garrison at present of only one 
compauy of the 15th Infantry, is quiet and undis- 
turbed. From this point of observation, while not 
active participants in the melee or what is about to 
become one, our position and the data we get from 
day to day convinée us that the chief cause of the 
difficulty is the fact that the rations furnished the 
Indians are insufficient for their use and that they 
— be held altogether to blame for the present 
troubles.” 








(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
AT THE FRONT. 


At the date of our latest advices from the Indian 
country about 150 Indian warriors were located ip 
the vicinity of the mouth of Battle Creek on a high 
table land, commanded by a spur running toward 
the Cheyenne. Col. Carr was ordered to occupy this 
spur, and Col. Forsyth was expected to move in 
from White River Dec. 17, cover all points and drive 
the Indians towards Battie Creek or down the trail 
on Bad Water, about 20 miles south from Cheyenne 
River. The forces under Col. Forsyth consisted of 
the -7th Cavalry (eight troops); the battalion 9th 
Cavalry (four troops), three Hotchkiss guns and one 
3.2-in. field gun of Light Battery B, let Artillery, 
and 100 Indian scouts. He was ordered to demand 
the surrender of the Indians without conditions 
and, in the event of a refusal, to attack and, if pos- 
sible, to destroy them. Prisoners were to be sent to 
Pine Ridge. It was hoped that Col. Carr would be 
able to co-operate with him from the nortb, cover- 
ing from the north and east the road extending 
across the Bad Lands from the mouth of Wounded 
Knee Creek to Cheyenne River near the mouth of 
Rapid Creck. Col. Sanford, of the 9th Cavalry, was 
ordered to co-operate from the west, and he was at 
last accounts somewhere near the junction of White 
Clay Creek with the White River. This movement 
against the hostiles was suspended on Dec. 18 to 
give the friendly chiefs one more opportunity to 
bring in their people. They were to leave Pine 
Ridge on Friday of this week, Dec. 19, 800 warriors 
stropg. Each man has been selected by the head 
Sioux chiefs. They are under the command of Brule 
chiet High Hawk and seven of the Ugallaha chiefs. 
The purpose ia to compel the surrender of the hos- 
tiles located near the Castle Gate Rocks in the Bad 
Lands. .The spectacle of the 6,000 [ndians at Pine 
Ridge sending out such an expedition is unique. 
They are expected to reach the Bad Lands on Satur- 
dav, Dae. 20. 

The situation of affairs described last week 
was changed by an attack made by a party of cow- 
boys on hostile Indians on Smith’s Ford, Cheyenne 
River, between the mouths of French and Battle 
Creeks. They wounded one Indian. When Buffalo 
Chips and party reached them after this fight they 
were furious and refused to come in or be brought 
in. Buffalo Chips thereupon turned around and 
left them. Two Strike tod Buffalo Chips are re- 
ported to be incensed to the highest degree against 
the hostiles and say they hope the troops will give 
them a good sound thrashing. The bostiles have 
been made to antagonize all other Indians to 
such a degree that the latter want them soundly 


whipped.

WuiLe the present trouble has been brought 
about by insufficiency of rations and iuefficiency of 
management, itisa fact that the Indian, like the 
white man, must be. punished for misdeeds. or 
threats of violence.

This is well, for 
it gives pe pe to troops, is a healthy occupa- 
pation, and much enjoyed by men, horses and muler, 
when the thermometer gets down to 40° below zero.

The 16,000 Sioux 
who have been restrained and professed loyalty 
should have positive assurance, with the least pos- 
sible delay, that the Government will perform and 
fulfil its treaty obligations.”

GENERAL MERRITT'S OPINION. 


AccorDING to a newspaper despatch from 8t. 
Louis, Brig. Gen. Welsey Merritt bas been express- 
ing Limself very freely on the situation. e is 
quoted as saying: “[ sincerely trust that this is a 
tinal settlement of the threatened. Indian outbreak. 
Not that that calamity might not bave been averted 
by other means, however, for [ am not by any 
means clear, mind, that there would bave been ap 
uprising. i have maintained from the first that an 
{nodian insurrection at the approach of winter, when 
the braves were in need of food and for , Was an 
improbable thing. These Indians, despite all re- 
ports to the contrary, are poorly armed. Again, it 
is contrary to all precedent that the Indian awaits 
the massing of troops around his reservation before 
golng on the warpath. His operations ure con- 

ucted with the utmost secrecy. Then this prophet 
business has been over worked, and the Indian's con- 
fidence is now really waning as regards heavenly 
interference. The Messiah has been too widely dif- 
fused, so to speak, for evea the credence of the ig- 
norant Sioux. The truth is that much more has 
been made of this threatened outbreak than the 
sitnation warranted. True, the Sioux Indians -are 
armed with Winchester repeating rifles, more or 
less deadly at both mu and breech, but the Sioux 
is helpless without his" horse, and be is keenly 
aware of the difficulties attending a winter cam- 
patgn ip the Bad Lands, where he is deprived of 
forage for his horses. A man like Gen. Crook would 
not have called all the¢rvops from the South in an 
emergency of this kind,aod he would have been 
pretty apt to have been master of the situation.” 

* General, what does this concentration of troops 
from the South mean?’ was asked. 

“It is not for me to say; but icis pretty well un- 
derstood in Army circies that private ambitions 
have had more or less to do with the present Indian 
situation. Some officers bave manifested u tendency 
to criticise the employment of troops from New 
Mexico, California, and Texas, men unacclimated, 
and therefore ill prepared for the rigors of an In- 
dian campaigo in winter, when there were three 
regimentr, namely, the 3d, llth, and 19th Infantry, 
under Gen. Howard, in Michigan, and around Lake 
Superior, men nearest the seat of the tronble aud 
fully acclimated. Remember that | do not join in 
this criticism. 1 have no insinuations to make con- 
cerning that mischievous little insect sometimes 
termed the ‘Presidental bee’; nor do | compare 
present mangeuvres to the darky’s razor, which 
‘cuts a comin’ and gwine,’as some Army officers 
bave done. I think if the report be true that Sit 
ting Bull has been killed there will be no further 
trouble. Sitting Bull dead is ungpestionably a ‘ good 
Indian,’ and certainly nothing he would do in life 
would become him so wellaeshe leaving. He was 
always a troublesome factor, and he has remained a 
menace since the Custer massacre, far hore 80, in 
my éStimation. than did Pontiac among the filinois 
Io — after the thwarting of bis schemes in colon- 
ial days.” (obi .

The story of Sitticg Bull’s death is thus told ina 
newspaper despatch from Standing Rock Agency, 
Dec. 17: ‘ ‘Close behind the blue-coated Indian 
borsemen's hardy ponies, but taking a slower pace 
in the frozen trail, came Capt. Fechét's cavairy 
command. The cavalry were encumbered with 
two pieces of modern light artillery, machine guns 
similar to those whicn so speedily settled the fate of 
Louis Riel's half-breed followers, when his noted 
Lieut. Gabriel Dumont madea stand against Gen. 
Middleton in the British Northwest outbreak. To 
the rear of Peohét's cavalry, and at times taking 
a double os step forward, for-the night was bit- 
terly cold, the infantry command of Uol. Drum 
swung along in the darkness, A weary, difficult 
march it was. . 

“The distance and the capabilities of the troops to. 
withstand the fatigues of such a journey had beén 
figured out nicely and when the first faint light of 
dawn appeared the expedition was within easy dis- 
tance of its destination. The broken order of a 
triple separation of forces had been carefully pre- 
served, and the Indian police were the first to sight 
the huddled cluster of ugly looking tepees on the 
river bank. 

** Despite the early hour all was astir in the village 
where, on every hund, was evidence that a hurried 
exodus was contemplated. The ponies of the police 
were pushed for all they were wortb, and before 
Sitting Bull’s dazed adherence bad half a chance to 
realize the situation a dozen of the police bad pulled 
their panting animals up short on al) sides of the 
chief’s abode. No time was wasted in ceremony. 
fhe proud old man was hustled out, hoisted on a 
waiting horse and in atrice faved toward civiliza- 
tion. He raved and sputtered ina fury of rage for 
@ moment, and then, straightening up, shouted 
hoarsely, not for help, buta command to bis fol- 
lowers. - ite the threatening of the police and 
Winchesters alternately directed at his head and 
those of his kinsmen, the old medicine man retained 
bis presence of mind, and with powerful voice con- 
tinued to direct his own rescue. Suddenly there wae 
a puffof smoke beside a tepee and the sharp crack 
of a Winchester. The policeman at Sitting Bull's 
right, grasping the cbief’s bridle, reeled in the saddle 
and toppled over and was trampled under the hoofs 
of the ponies now in the mad heiter-skelter of re- 
treat from the village. The shot was instautly an- 
swered by 8 volley from the police at tbeir bian- 
keted tribesmen, wane of whom were already 
mounted and in frenzied pursuit. The police volley, 
told with deadly effect, and the firing in a moment 
was general on both sides. 

* Sitting Bull vould be heard in the confusion still 
attempting, though captive, to direct the fight. 
Raising his gaunt form he was directing his sons 
and warriors on when, without warning, bis bedy. 
straightened rigidly, then dropped limp on the hard 
prairie. The police halted round the corpse, not 
knowing for the moment but it was a trick of the 
wily old chief. The sudden wovement and the fall 
of Sitting Bull discongerted the pursuers, who, .re- 
maining at a distance, fired at intervals tow.rds the 
police. The latter held. their ground, knowing vhat 
the cavalry, under Capt. Fechét, would be at hand. 
To the surprise of all. however, the hostiles, who had 
been consulting among themselves, began a move- 
ment to close in from all sides. The firing from the 
Winchesters was now redoubled by both parties, 
the police using their ponies as protection. 

“It was at this critical Peetre that Capt. 
Fechét’s men dashed up and the machine guns, 
which bad been put in position, opened on the red- 
skins. The latter were too dismayed at this unex- 
poses ousiaught to stand for a moment, and all 

lted for the river." 










The funeral of the five policemen—Shave Head, 
Broken Arm, Hawk Man, Afraid-of-Soidiers and 
Little Kagle—who were killed in Monday’s fight took 
piace Dec. 17, with full military honors. Captain 
Minor'’s company, 22d Intantry, acted as military 
escort. Immediately after the services, Sitting 
Bull's body was buried by a quartermaster's detali 
in a deserted corner of the Military Cemetery, with- 
out apy ceremony.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS, 


A SPECIAL estimate of $30,720 for salaries and con- 
tingent-expenses of the new Naval Observatory has 
been submitted to Copgress by Secretary Tracy. 

SecreTARy Tracy, reporting, in compliance with 
section 2 of the last legislative appropriation act, 
says there are no employees in the Navy Deapart- 
ment who are below a fair standard of efficiency. 

In the Senate, Dec. 17, on motion of Mr. Sherman, 
a bill was passed authorizing the acceptance of med- 
als by the officers and crew of the Baltimore from 
the King of Sweden. 

PurING a machine gua drill on board of H. M.S. 
Hotspur, Staff Commander Maunsell was wounded 
by a builet through the muscles of the upper arm 
and two full cartridges were found in che hopper of 
the gun with several empty ones. 

Tue report of the board, Capt. Selfridge president, 
on the selection of a site fora drydock on the Nortt- 
west coast, was presented to the Secretary of the 
Navy Dec. 11. [t is understood that the site selected 
is in the vicivity of Point Orchard, Wash. 

Tue Charleston, which recently arrived in San 
Francisco from Honolulu, is reported to have made 
a most excellent passagein point of speed. She en- 
countered heavy weather en route—so beevr in 
fact, as to compel the cruiser to lie outside San Fran- 
cisco Bar, steaming bead on. She will have her bot- 
tom thoroughly scraped in dry dock, will receive a 
new coat of paint, and will then bein readiness for 
another cruise. harles- 





The ten 8-inch guns of the C c

Rear ADMIRAL McCann, commanding the South 
Atlantic Squadron, bad informed the Navy Depart- 
ment under date of Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Nov. 17, 
of the arrivai of the Pensacola and Essex at that 
port Nov. 1, and that the Brazilian naval authorities 
bave been extremely attentive and courteous. I[n- 
vitations were sent to the American officers for all 
the functions that occurred on shore, and the Ad- 
miral and twenty officers visited the President's 
palacé during the celebration and assisted in the 
review of the troops. Admiral McCann says that 
throughout his stay at Rio the authorities have e2- 
deavored to do everything in their power to impress 
them with the cordial and friendly feelings they 
eutertain towards the United States. He said also 
that the Pensacola and Hssex would sail on Nov. 18 
for Montevideo. 

Tue Bathurst, the last of the six torpedo boatr, 
built by Yarrow and Co. for the Argentine Govern- 
ment, on its trialtrip Nov. 13, made an average 
speed during two hours’ run of 24,426 knot, or 28.1 
statute miles per hour. It is 130 ft. long by 13 ft. 6 
in. beam, and hasa displacement of 76 tons. The 
engines are of the quadruple expansion type, and 
concerning her the Engineer says: “in the sister 
Asgentins boats the engines are triple expansion, 
and the pressure 170 ib. Their indicated power was 
1,120 horses. There seems to be no doubt that the 
quadruple engines and 200 Ib. stéam give a far bet- 
ter result, the indicated power being over 1,230, or a 

ain of 110 horse power on the same consumptien. 

e whole performance of the boat, the boiler and 
the engine alike, is extraordinary, and, so far as we 
know, has never been equailed.” 
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Tue London Engineer of Dec. 5 has a very favora- 
vie rotice of the “Journal of the American Society 
of Naval Engineers,” Noe. Land 2. it speaks of Mr. 
Isherwood’s paper No. Vil. as very valuable, and 
says “ihe other papers are very careful and valua- 
ble pieces of work as collected information.” 

A DESPATCH fro.» Port Royal, S. C., Dec. 18, says: 
«Tre U.S.8. Kearsarge is in quarantine at this 
port. Ten of ber men are suffering from dengue, or 
what is sometimes called ‘ breakbone fever.’ But 
matters are greatly improved on board the vessel 
cow pared with the state of things while she was at 
K+ry West, Fla., last week.” 

Tne board, consisting of Naval Constructor Hich- 
born and Assistant Naval Constructors Wood ward, 
Liovard and Taylor, appointed some weeks ago by 
Secretary Tracy to prepare a set of igstructions to 
pavy-yard officials and others for handling and at- 
taching armor plates to the new ships, has com- 
pleted its labors. Its work, which will shortly ap- 
pear in the form of a circular of instructions, will be 
of great assistance to those entrusted wijh the work 
of handling the beavy armor plates. 

TuE N. Y. Times says: “The prospect of the North 
Atlantic Squadron being present at the New Or- 
jeans Mardi Gras Festival depends wholly on Ad- 
wiral Gherardi’s willingness to break in on the out- 
lined programme of guunery work for the ficet. 
Adwiral Gberardi doe: not believe there is much 
time to waste. The business of officers and seamen 
of a fleet of war ships is preparation for war. To 
effect such preparation necessitates constant and as- 
siduous training. Under an officer as progressive 
and as wide awake tothe times as Admiral Ghe- 
rardi, the element of amusement is not permitted to 
enter largely into calculation.”’ 

A most unfortnnate accident at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard promizes to delay the work upon the 
Boston for three months, and to correspondingly 
delay the mavcuvre3 of the White Squadron. The 
shoulder of the derrick parted on Thursday 
under the weight of the crank shaft of the 
Boston,and the arm in falling struck a capstan 
and broke off about six feet from the end. Every 
effort was beipg made to have the repairs of the 
Chicago, Boston, Atlanta and Yorktown compieted 
by the middle of January, so that Admiral Walker 
could take them off for their midwiuter cruise. Their 
destination has not yet been decided upon, but the 
cruise will probably be in the Gulf of Mexico, or 
some other near waters suitable to the evolutions and 
exercises that are to be the feature of the trip. 

In the discussion on the French navy estimates 
recently, M. Gerville-Reache, the reporter of the 
Budget Committee, compared the fleets of France, 
the three allied powers, and England, stating that 
“‘these powers will have ip 1895 the following vessels: 
Ironclads of less than 10,000 tone—France 20, the 
triple alliance 30, Eogland 32; coastguard ships and 
gunboats plated—France 22, the triple alliance 29, 
England 15; plated cruisers of more than 4000 tons— 
France 11, the triple alliance 13, England 31; plated 
cruisers of from 2000 to 4000 tone—France 5, the 
triple alliance 17, England 51; despatch boats and 
small rapid cruisers—France 13, the triple alliance 
18, Eogland 36, counter torpedo boats-—France 13, 
the triple alliance 39, England 44; torpedo boats— 
France 187, the triple aliiance 372, England 156 
There will be besides to carry the torpedoes seven 
special vessels among the united powers, three in 
‘ngland, and none in France. Lastly, France will 
bave 16 cruisers of the old form, the triple alliance 
24,and England 15.”

Tue speed trial of the new U. 8. cruiser Newark 
has proved unsuccessful. The vessel ret"roed last 
Saturday morning, Dec. 13, to the yard of her build- 
ers, Wm. Cramp and Sons, having broken down on 
two attempts to complete a four hours’ high speed 
run. On each occasion the Newark made high epeed 
for the first hour, but twice she'was compelled to 
slow down, owing in each instance tothe parting 
of acouple of Linch bolts belonging to the Mar- 
shall valve gear of the forward engine low-pressure 
cylinder. The Government contract requirements 
are that she show a speed of 19 knots an nour anda 
horse power development of 9,000 as a mean of a 
four hours’ run.

in the N. Y. Herald of Deo. 14, Maj. Gen, O. O. 
Howard, U.S. A, bas an articleoo the American 
militia in which he expresses the highest opinion of 
their efficiency. He says: “Iwo regiments with 
which | am well acquainted, in the city of New 
York, are filled with vigorous and hearty youtb, 
most of whom represent good American families of 
good social position, and they are as competent 
physically, mentally, and morally as avy of the vol- 
unteers which at the time of the War the Kebel- 
lion belonged to the same organization. Then they 
sprang into service upon the shortest notice, march- 
ing to Washington and were on hand for deteusive 
or offensive operations, according to the desire of 
the President or Gen. Scott. {| remember dis:inetly 
a beautiful New York regiment (baving at that time 
a fancy uniform) that encamped pot far from m 
own. The first few days of June, 1861, the colone 
sat witb me on the first court-martial that be and ft 
attended at Washington. He was afterward of- 
dered with bis regiment to Gen. Paiterson in West- 
ern Virginia, while mine went with other regiments 
to the first Battle of Bull Run. .Out of that regiment 
came major-generale, brigadiers, colonels and offi- 
cers of every grade, as they came from the Soper 
Army to officer new regimenta, and to havea e 
leavening influencein making up a vigorous army 
to meet and withstand the solid forces embraced in 
the Confederate Army of Northern Virginia.” 

Gen. Howard thinks the local militia may be at a 
disadvantage in competing with rioters because of 
their personal relations. Hw proposes, therefore, 
“to increase the R lar forces of the United States 
and have a reasonable body of men in or near every 
large concentrated population. The very presence 
of two or three compunies or batteries in perfect 
condition is a menace to corrupt combinations and 
astrapg preventive of difficulties, which all good 
men deplore.” 

Speaking of militia parades, this veteran soldier 
says: “surely it is a beautiful object lesson to 
younger men who behold them, to see these fine 
regiments swinging the glorious old flag and trawp- 
ipg on to the sound of national airs; and many a 
veterad sheds tears as he beholds the new boys do- 
ing the work and makiog the show that he did and 
made but a few years before.

CoLoNneL OTI!Is, superintendent of the Recruiting 
Service, in a recent general order, says: ** Too much 
stress cannot be laid upon the necessity for a rigid 
compliance with the rule forbidding the enlistment 
of minors and married men. The mere declaration 
of the recruit on these points should not be deemed 
sufficient, but a careful inquiry in respect to them 
should be made whenever it is possible to do so, and 
every applicant, concerning whose majority there 
remains a reasonable doubt, must be rejected. It is 
also the wish of the Secretary of War that men hav- 
ing parents, or other near relatives, dependent 
upon them for support should not be enlisted.’, 
This is, certainly, evidence of a bumanitarian spirit 
on the part of the military authorities and a refuta- 
tion ,of a popular idea that recruiting officers and 
their detachments have adopted as their motto, 
“never mind how you get recruits, only get ’em.” 








THE biennial election of the officers of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution will be held at Governor’s 
Island, N. Y. H., on Jan. 14, 1891. The most prom.- 
nent on the list for the office of president is Major- 
General Schofield, who now holds this position.

Tue Brazilian men-of-war'’s men, who recently 
visited our shores, are now well on their way to the 
tropics, and, it is to be hoped, have recovered from 
the cold reception which our northern climate gave 
them, and which was scarcely atoned for by the 
warmth ‘of the reception tendered them by our 
country’s representatives. But if they will come in 
July or August next time, we promise them a warm 
‘ reception physically and socially. 
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CONSERVATISM IN THE NAVY. 

SoME months ago a Board of Organization, com- 
posed of representative naval officers, was convened 
at the Navy Department to consider the changes in 
methods and organ‘zition demanded by modern 
conditions. After careful and intelligent delibera- 
tion, after discussing present needs and future re- 
quirements, the board submitted a report. This re- 
port has never seen the light of day. It has been 
quietly pigeon-holed. The question may well be 
asked, Of what use is it for officers to attempt the 
improvement of ‘he naval service, if conservatism 
sits enthroned with a veto power that forbids any 
interference with ancient traditions ? 

It is known that the board proposed ‘to increase 
the pay of combatant petty officers, to create the 
rate of gun captain and give these men their proper 
places on board ship. The effect would have been 
to encourage and keep good men in the Service. 
But conservatism says no. 

Another proposition was to withdraw the marines 
from service afloat. The argument for this is that 
there are now nine Navy-yards and shore stations 
where marines are needed and twoor three new 
Navy-yards are soon to be established; that there are 
only 2,000 marines in the Service, all of whom will 
be needed at these stations, and that ten small perma- 
nent, well-organized battalions would be far more 
efficient than a large number of small detached com- 
panies ond ever changing battalions scattered all 
over the world, ashore and afloat, with no fixed 
organization. The comm ndant of the Marine 
Corps reports that he needs more men to do the 
duties ashore, and that men desert because their 
duties are too severe. It is argued by the 
board that the new Navy-yards will, there- 
fore, make the matter worse, and that by with- 
drawing the 900 marines that serve afloat, the duty 
ashore could be performed with no difficulty and 
the corps would be greatly benefited. The question 
is certainly one worthy of consideration, due re- 
gard being had to the ancient, honorable, and most 
useful corps of marines. Possibly investigation 
may show that they may be benefited with others 
by change. One of the most experienced and level- 
headed officers of our Navy, Captain Henry Erben, 
has sent to the Navy Department some excellent 
suggestions on the subject of enlisting as landsmen 
young men from the interior, so as to secure intelli- 
gent Americans for the Service. What attention 
has been given to this recommendation? Certainly 
the Navy shou'd have an opportunity to consider 


! and discuss propositions vitally affecting the ques- 
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tion of its efficiency instead of being kept in ignor 

ance by the disposition of some one officer to pigoon- 
hole what does not meet with his individzal ap- 
proval. No one who has not studied the subject can 
have apy idea of the extent to which the Navy has 
suffered from the disposition to stifle the free dis- 
cussion of important questions. 

The modern man-of war’s man must handle a 
magazine rifle and drill as infantry. He must know 
practically all that a soldier knows. In addition 
he is called upon to use great guns, rapid-firing 
guns, Gatling guns, revolving cannon, and light 
artillery on shore. Torpedoes of the most compli- 
cated tyre, and dynamite guns and high explosives 
must soon be entrusted tohim. No soldier ever 
knew such a variety of military duties and responsi- 
bilities. No soldier has ever been taught to handle 
such a variety of complicated weapons, nor to use 
them under such difficult and tfyirg conditions. 
In time of war officers must trust the men to direct 
these weapons in battle. The officer caunot do 
everything bimself.. Let him stop a moment and 
consider what kind of a man he will want when the 
drum next beats to quarters for battle. Conservat- 
igm says that these men who must be trusted in 
time of war cannot be trusted in time of peace. As 
it is plain that a bigh and remarkably intelligent 
type of man will be needed in the future, every- 
thing possible should be done to promote tbe de- 
velopment and enlistment of such men. [ntelli- 
gence looks to the future, calmly considers the 
qualities that will be demandad of man-of-war’s 
men in battle, and seeks to give them these quali- 
ties before war comes. Oonservatism looks to the 
past, sings the old song, ‘‘ When I Was a Midship- 
man,” and says the sailor can never be changed. 
This is a question of fact which needs to be investi- 
gated without feeling and without prejudice. 








War DEPARTMENT Officials express themselves as 
thoroughly well satisfied with the results thus far 
of the examinations conducted by the promotion 
boards. Tbe proceedings that have come in show 
that the boards well understood the iastructions of 
the Department, and that the examinations have 
been conducted in an impartial, business like way. 
With the exception of several failures on account 
of disability ail the candidates so far as heard from 
have been successful, and generally the papers 
show a higher state of efficiency on the part of the 
candidates than was expected in the light of the 
limited time allowed for preparation. The stand- 
ard of the examinations will, no doubt, soon be 
raised, now that the first test has shown the candi- 
dates to be so entirely equal to the first conditions 
imposed. The nominations of those officers who 
have passed boards, and for whom there are vacan- 
cies, will be sent to the Senate during the present 
week. The following officers have thus far failed in 
their physical examinations, and will be placed on 
the “awaiting retirement list” until they become 
entitled to promotion when they will bs retired to 
the unlimited list: ist Lieut. C. W. Harrold, 3d 
Art.; ist Lieut.

A CORRESPONDENT at a western post has hit on a 
scheme to reduce desertions which, while not new, 
may have in the past been more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. He says: ‘* Let the 
War Department put a stop to the system of send- 
ing raw recruits enlisted in S*. Paul or Minne- 
apolis direct to companies. These men are mere 
seekers afler board and lodgings to tide over finan- 
cial embarrassment. Out of 49 recruits sent to a 
troop at Buford from St. Paul during two years past 
14 deserted, 3 were discharged and 1 was trans- 
ferred, leaving 31, or one-half of the authorized 
strength of the troop. Let them be well instructed 
at the depot before joining. Then send them not 
to the region they came from, oh! no, no: send 
them to the very antipodes.” There is undoubtedly 
merit in the suggestions of our correspondent, who 
seems to be of the opinion that there is no good in 
giving a recruit just what he wants, but on the 
contrary an earnest endeavor should be made to 
find out what he don’t want, and then give that to 


THE military authorities of Europe are at present 
devoting unusual attention to hygienic questions in 
barracks and camps. With a view of helping along 
the common cause, the New York Herald has 
secured the services of a distinguished Army sur- 
geon, Dr. Charles Amat, who publishes an interest- 
ing paper—one of a series—on typhoid fever, and 
he treats it from three points of view. Firet, in 
connection with armies in general; then with the 
French Army in particular, and finally with the 
garrison of Paris. 








SritTIneG But is now a “‘ good Indian,” and from 
his elevation in the happy bunting grounds doubt- 
less looks back with pleasure on his earthly career. 
Still there are some cruel enough tosay that he was 
a crafty, wily, sly, old fellow, always disgruntled, 
always an element of discord, to the last degree 
suspicious and superstitious, and altogether one of 
those Indians who insist upon their rights but never 
recognize their duties. 





UNDER our Indian head will be found a very full 
and intelligent account of the situation at Pine 
Ridge up to the last moment. There are now ope. 
rating against the hostiles 30 troops of cavalry, 
half a light battery, and 100 Indian scouts. With 
General Brooke at Pine Ridge there are the 2d U. 8. 
Infantry and half a light battery, in charge of 
about 5,000 Sioux, who are controlled by this small 
force through the excellent diplomacy of the 
General. 








OwI1nG to the Indian troubles a number of officers 
on leaves of absence have had to relinquish them 
and start for the front, much to their personal Gis" 
comfort and expense. But there has been no lack 
of cheerfulness in the acceptance of the situation. 








Tue Pioneer Press thinks the Government is 
sorely at fault in the matter of the present Indian 
outbreak,1n permitting the “infamous spoils sys- 
tem as applied in the ladian Bureau, uoder which 
important agencies are put in charge of men whose 
tenure of office is no more secure than that of t!e 
party to which they belong.’’ Consider, says the 
Press, ‘“‘ the atrocious folly of our practical politics. 
Here is an agency, where many thousand [ndiacs 
are gathered, where an agent who knows his duty 
and does it bas been established for many years, 
and where the [Indians bave come to like him and to 
trust him. To them, be is the Government. To 
bim, they are a lot of undeveloped, full-grown 
childrev, whose individual peculiarities he uaoder- 
stands, and can use to vontrol them at pleasure. 
Now comes a change of administration. For no 
reason in the world except to give a place to some 
political worker, this experienced man is removed 
and a green band put in his place. Every time that 
this happens, the Government deliberately invites 
a disturbance that may cost many lives and is sure 
to cost many dollars.” The system is denounced as 
hideous, and so obviously designed to make trouble 
that its continuance in a civilized nation is a marvel 
of stupidity. And so it is, but there is one clean 
cut way out of it, which has over and over again 
been suggested iu our columns, and that is to trans 
fer the Indian Bureau to the War Departmert 
The Army don't want it, but if the law makers say 
it must have it the responsibility will be cheerfully 
accepted, and none will live more clogely up to the 
requirements of this matter and carry out the laws 
and regulations governing it than will the officers 
and men of our Regular Army. Try it, and see. 





THE question as to the right of an enlisted man of 
the Army or Marine Corps to count commissioned 
service during the war as double time in computing 
thirty years necessary for retirement has recently 
been raised in the case of a non-commissioned offi- 
cer who served as an officer during the war. The 
Depart ment is disposed to construe the law as liber- 
ally az possible in the interest of applicants for re- 
tirement, but there is considerable doubt as to 
whether the new law will admit of a decision favor- 
able to the applicant in this instance. As a matter 
of justice there should be no reason for refusing to 
give an enlisted man the benefit of his war service 
as an officer, when war service as a private or non- 
commissioned is credited without qurstion, but as 
the law distinctly refers to enlisted men who served 
during “as such,” it is questionable whether the De- 
partment can give a sufficiently broad construction 

to admit of the retirement of the applicant. The 

case 1n question is at present being considered by 
the Assistant Secretary of War.

Tue Quartermaster-General has made ample pro- 
vision for tbe protection of the troops in the field 
from the weather, as we note by some of General 
Brooke's recent field orders. The articles sent in- 
clude all knit seamless wool boote, canvas blankets 
lined, fur overcoats, fur caps, fur gauntiets, wooHen 
mits, arctic overshoes, woollen stockings, knit 
undershirte, dark blue flannel shirts, drawers, 
woollen blankets, Miles’ overcoats, blouses, trousere, 
buotes, shoes, conical wall tents, wall tents and shel- 
ter tent halves. 5,000 pairs of the woollen boots 
were ordered from the Mishiwaka, Lodiana, mille, 
and shipped to the various regiments and detach- 
ments. They are to be worn instead of a boot or 
shoe over the stocking and under an Arctic over- 
shoe, and will prevent many a soldier and teamster 
from having his feet frozen. The cavalry horses 
and mules of wagons and pack trains have been 
provided with splendid canvas covers lined with 
all-wool blankets, and many an animal will never 
feel the hardship of a Dakota blizzard, to which 
otherwise he would have to succumb.

THE question as to the effect upon infantry tactics 
of the increase in flatness of trajectory and power 
of penetration from the adoption of small calibre 
projectiles is discussed by a writer in the Militar 
Wochenblatt. As ashot will penetrate two or more 
men standing behind one another, a single rank 
with intervals must be used for the firing line and 
its immediate supporte. With a company 200 strong, 
and intervals of 1}¢ paces, this would give a front of 
about 100 paces. Once convinced that this open 
formation is a source of safety the soldier will ad- 
vance with all the confidence now acquired from 
the touch of the elbow. An account is given of tar- 
get experiments, the result of which was to show 
that at long ranges there is but little difference be- 
tween good and bad shots. At ranges of 500, 550, 
600, and 700 metres the number of bits on the targets 
representing the company line were more than 
double those on the extended column targets. 








THe Kansas City (Mo.) Times recently took ooca- 
sion to remind us that Colonel Lazelle’s criticiems 
on the Board on the New Drill Regulations were 
not less severe than those upon the Adjutant Gene- 
ral's Office that led to the reprimand of Captain 
Charles Morton. That may or not be, but the 
reprimand of Captain Morton ought not to be cited 
asa precedent. It always seemed to us that it weut 
beyond the just exercise of authority. If Capts 
Morton had been guilty of violating the regulations 
the proper course of preferring charges against him 
should have been followed, and he could then bave 
had an opportunity to make his defence.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


Not much headway in Army and Navy legislation 
was made in Congress this week. Nothing of im- 
portance bas been done by either of Lhe committees, 
and the only bill passed was S 2669. to stop the re- 
duction in tne Eagiceer Corps of the Navy on June 
30 last. Mr. Chandler said that pending the consid- 
eration of the subject of the increase of the corps 
it bad been thought proper to bring ina bill pre- 
venting further decrease. 

At the request of Senator Cockrell, resolutions 
were passed by the Senate Dec. 17 calling on the 
Secretary of the [oterior for alist of officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Mariue Corps, 
either upon the active or retired lists, who are now 
drawing pensions. This is prompted by the decision 
cutting of Army officers from the receipt of Mexi 
can War pensions. Gen. Cutcheon has decided to 
ask for an eveniog session during Christmas week 
for the consideration of Army measures. The Secre- 
tary is doing his best to secure this apecial session, 
apd Spea*er Reed is favorably disposed. 

‘The Naval appropriation bill bas been put in 
shape by the sub-committee having it in charge and 
will be presented forthe action of the full com- 
mittee before the close of the week. 

The Senate Military Committee. 10 reporting Gen. 
Hawley’s substitute bill for H. R. 3865 to increase 
the efficiency of the Army, struck out the clause 
autborizirg the enlistment of 1,600 apprentice boys, 
and to Section 4 of the bill added a clause limiting 
tbe number of second lieu‘enants to each iofintry 
regiment to eight. Otberwise the bill remains the 
same as published last week. 

Senate bill No. 33, appropriating $10.000 for repairs 
to Fort Marion, Fia., was passed by the Senate 
Dee. 15. 

A strong effort was made by wembers of the 
House Naval Committee on Dec. 15 to secure tbe 
passage of the bill for the retirement of mates, but 
the debate ensuing and subsequent vote showed 
plainly that the House is not in the humor for any 
further retirement laws while the Treasury surp!us 
remains at such a low ebb. It is to be regretted that 
this wortby measure could not bare been passed. 

The House Military Cowmittee bas reported favor- 
ably bills passed by the Senate at the post session to 
increase the nurober of officers for college details to 
mark the lines of battle, etc., at Gettysburg, Pa., and 
for tbe retirement of Capt. Wm. W. Webb. About 
the only otber Senate measure pending before tbe 
House Committee is the bill to revive the grade of 
lieutenant-zeneral. This measure will probably be 
reported upon at the next meeting.

under oor system anthorized by this act. 

. 2. That the members and recorder of such boards as 
may be establisbed by the President, under the provisions 
of the preceding section, shall be sworn in every case to dis- 
charge their duties honestly and faithfully ; and the boards 
may examine witnesses, and take depositions, for which 
purposes they sball have such powers of a court of irquiry 
as may be neceseary. 

Sec. 3. Tnat the vacancics in the grade of 21 lieutenant 
heretotore filled by the promotion of meritorious non-com- 
missioned officers of the Army, under the provisions of sec- 
tion 8 of the act approved June 18, 1878, sball be filled by 
the appointment of competitors tavorably recommended 
under this act, in the order ot merit estubiished by the final 
exumination. Each may who passes the final examination 
shall receive a certificate of eligibility, setting forth the 
subjects in which he is proficient and the especial prounds 
upon which the recommendation is bas d; and all who can- 
not be appointed 21 lieutenants shal), at any time during 
the year, subsequent to their examination, if they shall so 
elect, rcceive an honorable discharge and one year’s pay 
and allowances of the grade occupied at the date of dis- 
cherge: Provided, Thet not mere than two examinations 
shal] be accorded to the same competitor. 

Sec, 4. That all rights and privileges arising from a cer- 
tificate ot cligibility may be vacated by sentence of a court- 
martial, but po soldier, while holding the privi'ezes of a 
certificate, shali be brought before a garrison or regimental 
Court martial. 

Sec. 5. That sections 3and4of the act approved June 18, 
1878, providing for the promotion of meritorious non-com- 
missioned officers be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

The board to select a magazine system for rifles 
and carbines for the military service met at the 
Army Building in New York this week, and after a 
session of a few days, in which they drafted their 
rules to govern testa of arms subnitted, took an 
adjouroment uatil Jan. 20. when they will again 
assemble at the Army Building. Uader the orders 
appointing the board, the arms submitted must be 
of cal. .30 and must b2 adapted to tbe Frankford 
Arsenal cartridge. Samples of these cartridges and 
information concerning the arms and tests can be 
obtained by addressing Capt. S. E. Blunt, Ord. 
Dept., the recorder, at National Armory, Soring- 
field, Mass. Tbe smokeless powder for the cartridges 
to be actuslly used is now ready in Belgium for 
shipment to this country, but probably will not be 
received and the cartridges fully prepared for sev- 
eral months. This delay, while otherwise undesir- 
able, will give inventors additional time to perfect 
theirarms. In fact, the board anticipates their ses- 
sions will be consid-rably prolonged, as it is their 
desire to secure the best arm obtainable and to 
afford inventors their co operationand a sistance to 
that end and also all the time they consider neces 
sary.

MICHIGAN MILITARY ACADEMY. 


WE are indebted to a correspondent for a descrip- 
tion of the Michigan Military Academy at Orchard 
Lake, Mich. It is modelled after tbe U. 8. Military 
Academy, the daily routine is about the same, and 
the buildings are arranged with referencetoit. The 
barracks are divided into divisions of 13 rooms, each 
with a lavatory and bath room, which is much 
needed at West Point. The buildings are new, built 
of brick, and excellently arranged. Classes are 
formed by bugle call and marched to the class-room 
in sevtions. There is a good 600 range for target 
practice, and the cadets have a Gatling gun which 
they man and contro), even acticg as drivers, being 
thoroughly instructed in the manual. A programme 
is furnished to each captain for company drill with 
the cateh variations to test the knowledge of War 
Department decisions. There is an excellent cadet 
bana of twenty pieces. The buglers are taught the 
calls for all branches of the Service. At battalion 
drill the field officers and chief bugler are mounted, 
and drill is by the bugle call, and in battalion skir- 
mish drill those are repeat: d by a bugler at the side 
of each company commander. The commandant, 
Lieut. F. T. Van Liew, 21 Lof., has now three assist- 
antsin the military work, Mr. A. W. Niskern and 
two post graduates bolding the rank of cadet major 
and cadet adjutant. Mr. Niskern bas charge of the 
fvot battery work and new cadets, the latter duty 
being very familiar to him, he having performed 
such duty at West Point, where he graduated in 
1885, but soon resigned. The battalion manual has 
been pronounced by critics much superior to that 
at West Point, and, indeed, ought to be, as it is con- 
stantly worked at during the winter months, when 
the West Point cadets have no drill. 

Fich cadet is taught military signaling, including 
nigbt signaling. for cavalry instraction the insti- 
tution is supplied with Kentucky and Canadian 
borses, the instruction being about the same as at 
West Point. in addition to the drills heretofore 
mentioned all cadets a-e taught fencing and the 
mavual of tbesibre. Througuout the year there is 
a class with daily recitation. in fie!d fortifications, 
siege operations, art and science of war, and mili- 
tary law. 

To the “ set*ing up ” «xercises in tactics are added 
the seventeen introduced at West Point by the mas- 
terof thesword. Ruuning is a prominent feature 
in the setting up of each cadef, the runs being grad- 
ually increased from afew hundred yards to two 
miler, which the battulion, after a time, can cover 
daily without trouble. The Academy quartermaster 
performs about the same duties as the much loved 
**General” Spurgeon at West Point, and the entire 
department 1s a model in its line.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


MAJOR-GENERAL TERRY. 


A DESPATCH of Dec. 16, from New Haven, Conn., 
announces that Mejor-General Alfred Howe Terry, 
U. 8. Army, retired, died at 4 o'clock that morning 
at his residence on Hillhouse avenue, after a long 
illness, due to Bright's disease of the kidneys. For 
three years he had suffered a great deal, the first 
attacks of the ailment dating as far back as the 
summer of ‘the Sioux campaign in 1873, when he 
persisted im remaining in the field, though a part of 
the time he was not able to sit in the saddle. Gen- 
eral Terry was a bachelor. His brother, Mr. J. W. 
Terry, of Koglewood, N. J, and twoof his sisters 
were present at his death bed. A telegraphic sum- 
mons was sent to his brothers, Col. Adrian Terry, of 
Knoxville, Teno., and Mr. Frederick Terry, of St. 
Paul; to Col. Robert P. Hughes, U.S. A., stationed 
at Governor's Island, and his wife, née Miss Clara 
Terry, but none of them arri 7ed in time. 

The order from the War Department, which we 
publish this week contains a most appreciative 
notice of this distinguished officer and noble gentle- 
man. Every word that is said in the order will re- 
ceive a cordial response from those who hsve known 
him and served with him. He was one of the yery 
best representatives of the type of the volunteer 
soldier; the classof men whose patriotic impulses 
led them to abandon the quiet of civil pursuits to 
assist the country in its extremity. in him the in- 
stinct of the soldier was so strong that it prompted 
him at the close of the war to permanently abandon 
his original profession of the law,and the result shows 
that in this he made no mistake. His ability, sound 
judgment and thorough intellectual training would 
undoubtedly have given him a high position at the 
Bar, but hardly beyond that to which he attained 
as an officer of the Regular Army. General Terry 
seems to have inherited his military genius. His 
grandfather on his father's side was Gen. Nathaniel 
Terry, of Hartford, and on his mother’s side he was 
the grandson of Gen. Hezekiah Howe. He was 
never tired of studying the history of warfare, and 
was more learned in that direction than most of the 
officers of the Regular Army. His military library 
is believed to be one of the finest in the country. 

He was a man as soldierly in appearance as he 
was in character, over six feet in heighr, straight 
as ap arrow, and without an ounce of surplus flesh, 
His fine head gave proof of his intallectual ability, 
and bis clear blue eye told of that natural urbanity 
and gentleness of disposition which won him so 
many friends. The funeral took place on Friday. 
At the special request of the family, there was no 
military display. 

A VETERAN and faithful «fficer, Colonel Glover 
Perin, Assistant Surgeon General, U.S: Army, re- 
tired, died at his home in St. Paul, Dec. 15. He was 
born in Obio and was appointed assistant surgeon 
Dec. 4, 1847. He was engaged in the Mexican War, 
and, prior to 1861, did excellent service at posts on 
the frontier. Uuring the War of the Rebellion he 
held responsible positions in the field and for a long 
time was Medical Director Department of the Cum- 
berland. He attained the grade of colonel and 
Assistant Surgeon-General July 2, 1834, and was re- 
tired from active service on his sixty fourth birth- 
day, Nov. 17, 1887, being then on duty as Medical 
Director Department of Dakota. We recall that 
General Ruger, in announcing the retirement, in 
orders, said: “The Department commander, in 
parting, officially, with Assistant Surgeon-General 
Perin, has pleasure in expressing commendation of 
his performance of duty to the Government, in war 
and in peace, for almost 40 years. His record is 
marked by distingui-hed service, and, coupled with 
his eminent virtues in official and private life, has 
furnished an example which may well be emulated 
by all who desire the esteem and confidence of their 
fellow men.” 

CapTatn GrorGe DANA Hitt, U. &. A., retired, 
was drowned in Puget Sound Dec. 4, owing to an 
accidental slip from the gangplanuk of a steamer. 
Capt. Hill bas an excellent military record. He 
served during the war as an enlisted man of Mich- 
igan infantry and cavalry aad was honorably mus- 
tered cut in November, 1865. In 1866 he was ap- 
pointed 2d lieutenant of the 42d U. 3. Infantry and 
was retired with rank of captain Dec. 31, 1870, owing 
to disability arising from loss of left arm in line of 
duty. He received the brevet of captain for his 
wgllantry at Appomattox U. H., Va. 

NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR RicHARD GATEWoOoD, U. 8. 
Navy, who died this week of consumption, 
at Bloomingdale, Essex County, N. Y., was ap- 
pointed a cadet engineer from Virginia in 1875, and 
after graduation was sent to Bogland for a two 
years’ course of instruction in shipbuilding. He 
was appointed assistant naval constructor in Au- 

gust, 1881, and naval constructer in Ootober, 1888,

GUN AND ARMOR TRIALS OF GRCSONWERK 
AT MAGDEBURG, GERMANY. 


Tue recent trials of German guos and armor con- 
struction at Magdeburg occupied four days and in- 
cluded some twenty different events. All of the 
demonstrations are said to bave beep given ono 
schedule time without failure or hitch, mwuca to the 
satisfaction of the 200 visiting officers and offiviale. 

The tests embraced 12 guns of different calibres, 
from the Krupp 24 centimetre (9.45 invb) to the 
Gruson qguick-firing 3.7 centimetre (1.46 inch), and of 
lengths varying from 24 to 40 calibres long. These 
were shown in different mountings and armors, 
from the buge Gruson chilled-iron turrets for the 
heavy Krupp guns to the light mobile shielded 
mountings for the quick-firing guns of Gruson. 

The trials were with “service’’ and Roth weil- 
Hamburg smokeless powders and with shrapnel, 
armor-piercing, ring, and ordinary service shelis 
against targets representing infautry, cavalry, aad 
artillery, and against sections of torpedo-boats. 
All poipts of construction of gun and mounting 
mechanism, ds well as the handling, velocitie:, za» 
pressures, and results of precision, were under ob- 
ser vation. 

Much interest was shown io the effects of quick 
fire at long range, the action of the smokeless pow. 
der and comparative work of different lengths of 
the same calibre, and the nox-recoil devices. 

The most curivus attention of the foreign visitors 
war, however, given to the con-truction and work- 
ing of German speciaitier, such as the Gruson dis 
appearing carriages aod the ‘‘minimum-port” 
mountinge, in which the axis of gun motion in 
training is thrown forward from the trunnions to 
a point so close to the embrasure that the latter can 
be reduced to the smaliest proportions. 

Also, the “globe mountings” for howitzers and

Now wu paper which cau keep a fair record 
of decisions on points of tuctics, ought to be 
able to give, at least, a Jack Bunsby opinion on any 
subject that may turn - The trouble is the gam- 
bliug question. Gambling 18 an inherent instinct 
implanted by nature in greater or less degree in 
every buman being. 

From the boys lottery of so many pins for a 
chance to win a worn-out jacknife we naturally 
come to the church fair grab-vag. and from that to 
the Louisiana lottery. From marbies to penny-ante 
is but astep which, once taken, opens the door to 
all possibility io this line. 

Time was (in the far past) when the writer in- 
dulged to a greater or less degree in the uncertain- 
ties of gambling in all its exciting forms. These 
excitemente, though pleasurable, did not develop 
into such passion as to prevent a careful analysis of 
the’ effect on bimself of each particular form of 
gambling. 

Of all these, horse racing was most exciting, 
and, therefore, most tempting. The beauty of the 
maguificent animale, the surging crowd of excited 
men and women, all eager to bet, 1ofect the most 
prosaic, and, whatever bis indisposition to gamble, 
the average map, with fair love of borseflesb, is not 
on the ground half au bour until he becomes a furi 
ous gambler, eager to bet bis last cent on bis favor- 
ite. Next comes poker (which, if unlimited, is the 
most dangerous of all games) and thence through 
all the thousands of more or less exciting means of 
gainiog or losing, until the lottery is arrived at. In 
every vase the temptation to gamble to excess is in 
dissect proportion to the excitement developed. 

-in the lottery there is no direct, present excite- 
ment. itisa mere mutter of hope. There can be 
no play en credit, and the purchaser may coolly de 
termine whether he can afford to lose the amount 
he-invests. He knows tbat the chances are a thou- 
aud.to one he will lose, and he awaits the returos 
without excitement and with the merest shadow of 
@ hope. There is no contagion of excited crowds as 
at a horse race, no personal contagion as at poker. 
lt- is the lowest and,in my opuwion, the least ob- 
jectionable form of gambliog. 

And here comes in tbe moral question : If gambling 
is'wrong why pot prohibit it by law in any and 
every form? Coneress prohibits the passage of lot- 
tery ade. through the mails. Every respectable 
paper is * down on” lotteries and gambling houses ; 
yet those same pupers pot only publish the ads. of 
all*borse meetings in the U. S., but give whole 
columar, even pages, to glowing descriptions of ihe 
races with the odds on each berse. 

Even the immaculate Tribune is not above giving 
tips to all who wish to invest. “Gambling is im- 
mora!,”’ say all those papers. ‘* You shall pot buy a 
lottery ticket; you shall not play at fare or poker, 
but you can bet all you please on a horse race, and 
we will tell_you bow to win.” 

* Pray tell me where the differenve be, 
*Twixt tweedledum and tweediedee.’’ 


We must decliue to enter upon the bigh moral dis- 
cussion to which “D”’ so tusinuatingly invites us. 
With reference to this particular “Tweedledum” 
and ’* Tweedledee"’ 1t seems to us tbat the disiinc- 
tion is obvious. A lottery is avowedly, and of ne- 
censity, a gambling institution: a horse race is not. 
The betting of money by the unregenerate lovers of 
horse ficsb is one of the incidents of borse racing; just 
as pocket picking isan incident. Not that we would 
compare thetwo. Politenesg, if nothing else, forbids, 
for we have a shrewd suspicion that our correspon- 
dent, not to mention other readers of the JOURNAL, 
may-have been betrayed at times into the folly of 
Venturing their money on the wrong horse. It is at 
such times that doubts as to the strict morality of 
Getting suggest themselves to the virtuous mind. 
For further information on the subject of the evils 
of betting on borée races, football matches and the 
like, our correspondent is respectfully referred to 
the officers and cadets at the military post of West 
Point. ‘ .

SAILORS AND MARINES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal:

Can you (with all the credit they deserve) 
make of these men who come and go, as model sol- 
aiers as the marines? it might be done in time and 
the elevation of any part of the personnel adds 
power to tbe whole. The experience of all history 
teaches us that in mutiny the body does not sup- 
press it which bears a component part, but another 
branch separate and distinct is the effective 
power, as they know no friends when the 
ship is in danger. [{ have often thought dur- 
ing my sea service what might occur, and I 
thoroughly matured my plan of action. I bave no 
hesitation in saying that only a small guard aware 
of their authority, and commanded by ope fitted 
by nature, brave and unflinching, will prove potent 
in the face of any danger or menace. This condition 
vannot be improved upon and any change would be 
unwise. There is no example in the history of the 
corps that they haveever beeu recreant to their 
trust. 

They always have been, and will continue faithful 
in any emergency;they have been fora hundred years 
all that agrafeful country and people expected. Do. 
not swap borses in the water. lt may be an attempt 
excellent in its embryo state, in the endeavor to 
elevate the trust imposed in tbe petty officers, and 
so mote it be. With good meu you gain everything 
by confidence and baZzard noihing by the faith you 
repose in them. The desire is not injudicious if its 
declaréd object is to elevate the standard of petty 
officers. To say nothing of the wisdom of such a 
plan, every tendency to improve the tone and 
strength of our Service in any quarter should be 
met with ovwtstretuhed hands and offered a seat in 
front.

The volume is a very handsome one with an 
abundance of illustrations and carries in a pocket 
a map of equatorial Africa and a fac-simile of a copy 
of the letter in Arabic addressed by the Mahdi to 
Kmin Pasba demanding bis surrender. It iva volume 
supplementing and completing the story told in Mr. 
Stanley's “‘ Darkest Africa.” 


The opening volume of Messrs. G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons’ “Heroea of the Nations" series was Clark Rus- 
sell’s ** Nelson and the Naval Supremacy of Eng- 
land.” This bas been followed by “Gustavus Adol- 
phusand the Struggle of Protestuntism for Existence. 
by C. R. L. Fietoner, M. A.”’ An elaborate history of 
the campaigns of Gustavus 7 hardly to be looked 
for in a volume of the size of this, but itis what it 
purports to be—a well condensed and popular ac- 
count of a great vational bero. The barest mention 
of the achievements of Guscavur, however, carries 
its lessons in the art of war; the advantage mobil- 
ity has over weight for one, and the importance of 
field entrenchments for another. King Gustavus 
** was ever out of patience till his works were done, 
that be might see bis soldiers secured and guarded 
from their enemies and when he was weakest be 
digged most in ground.’’ As the creator of field 
bospitals and of travelling medicine chests, Gusta- 
vus anticipated modern methods iu the care he gave 
to bis.edidiers’ comfort, and to saving them from 
sickness. Thus, always is success in war largely the 
result of attention to detail.

The ex-private was - 
al | much astonished and.pleaded w the mar- 
shal that there was evidently: a serious wistake of 
some sort, as be bud his full-and honofable dis- 
charge, which was shown the marshal. The latter, 
however, said the discharge amounted to nothing, 
that he bad a warrant to collect the money or take 
his body, and proposed to have one or the other, 
and thereupoa pulled out a pair of bandchffs which 
he wae going to usein taking the man to Ludiow 
street jail, provided he did not pay up at.pnoe.

REPORT ON THE MILITIA. 


TBE anoual report to the Secretary of War on the 
militia by Capt. D, M. Taylor, O. D., U. 8. A., dated 
(Jct. 11, bas just been made puolic. He states that 
the increase io the militia appropriation has not re- 
sulted in any considerable iovrease of interest ia 
militia affairs. The increase in the number of organ 
ized militia was 2,963,and an iovrease in pum 
and efficiepcy is expected to follow during futu 
years. The organization of militia cavairy troops 
should be encouraged, aa it is a difficult arm to im- 
provise. It is recommended that states having more 
than 5,000 organized militia be provided with suffi- 
cient borses to mount a troop with a derachment of 
regular vavalry soldiers to take care of them and 
non-commissioned officers fur inostrurtors. The 
States to be thus favored would be, accordiag to the 
last militia report, Massachusetts, New York, Pean- 
sylvanoia, South Carolina and Obio. This would also 
provide a reserve of horses, which is greatly needed. 
A. horse census is also proposed aad legisiation to 
prevent foreign goveroments from buying up and 
shippiog abroad our horses. The difficulty of pro- 
curiog suitabie horses for the military service is in- 
creasing in alarming ratio. ‘Phe formation of cem- 
panies of militia artillery should also be eacouraged 
and field guas should be issued in excess of the an- 
aual allotment.
